Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1950. 

The  Report  is  given  in  its  usual  form.  In  the  first  part  of  the 
Report,  sections  dealing  with  STAFF,  STATISTICS,  HEALTH 
SERVICES,  and  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  are  combined  to  show 
particulars  both  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  and  for  each  District.  In 
the  second  part  of  the  Report,  separate  sections  are  given  for  each 
of  the  five  Districts  dealing  with  the  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
OF  THE  DISTRICT,  HOUSING,  and  INSPECTION  AND  SUPER¬ 
VISION  OF  FOOD.  Separate  reports  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  are 
not  given,  but  the  record  of  their  work  is  incorporated  in  the  Report. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  estimated  population  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  and  for  each 
District  shows  an  increase  on  that  for  the  previous  year.  (The 
Preliminary  Report  of  the  Census  1951,  which  is  subject  to  correction, 
shows  the  estimates  for  each  District  to  have  been  substantially 
correct,  except  in  the  case  of  Sevenoaks  Urban  District,  where  the 
estimated  figure  appears  to  have  been  too  high.  The  statistics  in  this 
Report  are  calculated  on  the  estimated  population  figures  for  1950.) 
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The  BIRTH-RATE  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  is  lower  than  in  1949, 
as  is  the  Birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales.  Only  in  the  case  of 
Sevenoaks  Urban  District  is  the  rate  higher  than  in  the  previous  year, 
but  in  spite  of  this  the  Birth-rate  in  Sevenoaks  Urban  District  remains 
the  lowest  in  the  Area. 

The  DEATH-RATE  for  the  Joint  Area  is  the  same  as  for  England 
and  Wales  and  is  lower  than  in  1949. 

The  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE  for  the  Area  is  26-3,  comparing 
with  29*8  for  England  and  Wales  and  305  for  the  previous  year. 

No  MATERNAL  DEATHS  occurred  in  the  Area  during  the  year. 
Infectious  Disease. 

The  incidence  of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  Scarlet  Fever  was 
generally  low  and  only  one  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred.  No  deaths 
occurred  from  Whooping  Cough,  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria,  but  one 
death  occurred  from  Measles. 

Poliomyelitis. 

During  the  year  21  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified,  one  of  which 
proved  fatal.  In  eight  of  the  cases  no  paralysis  developed.

Food  Hygiene. 

Byelaws:  Each 

District 

Council  in  the 

Area 

adopted  the  Model 

Byelaws  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Food  and  made  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938,  for  “  securing  the  observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly 
conditions  and  practices  in  connection  with  the  Handling,  Wrapping 
and  Delivery  of  Food,  and  Sale  of  Food  in  the  Open  Air.” 
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During  the  year,  many  visits  were  paid  by  Sanitary  Inspectors  to 
Food  Premises.  Much  educational  work  was  undertaken  and  many 
structural  improvements  carried  out.  The  improvements  are  noted 
in  the  *  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  ’  Sections  in  the  individual 
Districts. 


The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949:  Section  20.  (Under  this 
section  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  may  prohibit  Milk  from  being 
used  for  human  consumption  or  require  it  to  be  treated  before 
being  used,  if  this  appears  to  him  to  be  necessary  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  disease.) 

No  action  was  necessary  under  this  section  during  the  year. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  31st  March,  1950,  on  which 
date  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  was  repealed.  The 
new  Act  emphasises  the  primary  obligation  as  being  upon  the  local 
authority  (Borough  and  District  Councils)  to  ensure  that,  so  far  as 
practicable,  its  area  is  kept  free  from  rats  and  mice.

The  County  Laboratory  at  Maidstone  continues  to  provide  full 
laboratory  facilities,  and  as  in  the  past  the  staff  were  helpful  and 
co-operative.

Treatment  of  Scabies  and  Verminous  Persons. 

During  the  year,  4  persons  were  treated  for  scabies  and  14  for 
verminous  conditions,  at  the  Treatment  Centre,  Baltic  Road,  Ton- 
bridge. 

Hospitals. 

The  Hospitals  in  the  Area  are  in  the  Districts  of  the  following 
Management  Committees : — 

Tunbridge  Wells  Management  Committee: 

Secretary — Mr.  E.  A.  Wagstaff,  F.H.A. 

Orpington  and  Sevenoaks  Management  Committee: 
Secretary — Mr.  L.  G.  Bain. 

In  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals  the  need  for  cubicle  accommodation 
was  again  apparent,  and  on  occasions  patients  had  to  be  sent  to 
Isolation  Hospitals  outside  of  the  Area  and  at  a  considerable  distance 
from  their  homes.  In  these  cases  the  Emergency  Bed  Service  Office 
at  Tunbridge  Wells  proved  most  valuable,  as,  if  a  bed  is  not  available 
locally,  many  telephone  calls  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the  admission 
of  a  patient  to  hospital.  (This  office  unfortunately  closed  down  on 
August  1st,  1951.) 

There  continues  to  be  delay  in  securing  admission  to  Sanatoria  or 
Hospitals  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis  or  chronic  sickness. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

Section  47:  Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care 

and  attention. 

Three  certificates  were  given  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
under  this  section  during  the  year. 
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One  was  in  respect  of  a  woman  of  83  years,  living  alone  in  a  bouse 
in  Southborough.  Fortunately,  before  the  application  to  the  Court, 
she  agreed  to  go  into  hospital  and  an  immediate  vacancy  was  found 
for  her.  After  admission  she  settled  down  very  happily  and  gave  up 
the  tenancy  of  her  house. 

The  second  was  in  respect  of  a  man  aged  77  years,  living  with  his 
wife  in  a  hut  in  the  Sevenoaks  Rural  District.  Before  the  application 
was  made  he  agreed  to  go  into  hospital  and  a  vacancy  was  arranged 
for  him,  but  he  died  on  the  morning  of  the  day  when  he  was  to  have 
been  admitted  to  hospital. 

The  remaining  certificate  was  in  respect  of  a  woman  of  about  75 
living  alone  in  a  house  in  the  Tonbridge  Rural  District.  While  the 
application  to  the  Court  was  pending  she  became  gravely  ill  and  was 
admitted  to  hospital,  where  she  died. 

A  number  of  other  cases  were  considered  for  action  under  Section  47 
but  alternative  measures  were  found.  The  District  Officers  and  Home 
Help  Organisers  of  the  K.C.C.  proved  helpful  in  providing  Home  Helps 
and  in  other  ways.

During  the  year,  many  improvements  were  carried  out  in  food 
premises  at  the  instigation  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  In  23  premises 
under  the  heading  Cafes,  Restaurants,  Canteens,  etc.,  improvements 
were  made.  These  included  the  provision  of  washing  facilities  (with 
hot  and  cold  water)  for  staff ;  the  provision  of  constant  hot  water  for 
cleansing  purposes;  better  facilities  for  the  storage  of  food;  and  the 
provision  of  additional  sanitary  accommodation  (for  both  sexes)  for 
use-  of  both  staff  and  the  public. 


In  addition,  improvements  were  carried  out  in  four  premises 
registered  under  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  Better 
washing  facilities  for  the  staff  were  provided  in  two  cases,  and  major 
improvements  were  carried  out  in  respect  of  two  sausage-preparing 
rooms. 

The  film  “  Another  Case  of  Food  Poisoning  ”  was  shown  at  the 
Granada  Cinema  on  Monday,  June  12th,  1950.  Approximately  50 
persons,  all  employed  at  various  food  premises  in  the  town,  attended 
the  showing  of  this  film.

In  the  second  outbreak, 
involving  24  cases,  no  pathogenic  organisms  were  isolated 
from  the  food  as  eaten,  but  from  the  roast  meat  which  had 
been  minced  for  use  the  following  day,  Staphylococci 
pyogenes  were  isolated.  This  minced  meat  was  not  eaten 
as  it  had  been  condemned  in  view  of  the  suspicion  that  the 
meat  was  the  cause  of  the  outbreak.  Staphylococci 
pyogenes  were  not  isolated  from  throat,  nose  and  hand 
swabs  of  the  kitchen  staff,  nor  from  the  mincing  machine, 
and  the  reason  for  their  presence  in  the  uneaten  minced  meat 
could  not  be  determined. 

(e)  In  the  first  outbreak,  meat  pie  made  on  the  premises  was 
probably  responsible.  No  specimen  of  this  was  available  for 
examination.  The  pie  was  made  from,  left-over  meat  kept  in 
a  cool  larder  but  not  in  a  refrigerator.  A  capacious 
refrigerator  has  since  been  provided. 

The  second  outbreak  was  considered  to  be  due  to  the  first 
course  of  a  lunch,  consisting  of  boiled  potatoes,  cabbage  and 
roast  meat,  which  was  the  only  food  common  to  the 
patients.  No  pathogenic  organisms  were,  however,  isolated 
from  slices  of  the  roast  meat  submitted  for  examination.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


1.  Water  Supply. 


Supplies  were  sufficient  in  all  parts  of  the  District  throughout  the 
year.  All  samples  of  main  water  examined  were  satisfactory  except  in 
one  instance  where  there  was  local  contamination  due  to  a  fractured 
service  pipe.  An  estate  supply  in  the  parish  of  Hadlow  was  found  to 
be  unsatisfactory,  and  chlorination  was  instituted  with  satisfactory 
results  pending  the  installation  of  main  water.  Two  wells  were  cleaned, 
and  in  other  cases  wells  and  springs  were  abandoned  and  the 
properties  connected  to  the  mains  supply.  During  the  year  10  houses 
served  by  a  contaminated  well  supply  were  dealt  with  under  Section  11 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  and  are  no  longer  occupied.  No  cases  of 
contamination  with  lead  occurred.

General  Remarks  on  the  Hop-picking  Season  (Report  by  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector) : — 

“  Picking  commenced  in  the  last  week  of  August  and  all  camps 
in  the  District  were  in  occupation  by  the  4th  September. 
21,120  pickers  occupied  the  97  camps,  which  is  a  slight  increase 
on  the  1949  figures.  Since  last  season,  57  new  huts  have  been 
erected,  the  majority  of  these  replacing  old  and  unfit  structures. 
Growers  appeared  to  have  concentrated  on  improving  existing 
huts,  and  at  several  camps  all  the  old  huts  have  been  re-roofed 
and  re-floored.  As  a  result  of  early  inspections  and  interviews 
with  the  growers,  a  number  of  improvements  were  effected, 
particularly  with  the  timbered  huts.  In  spite  of  the  wet  weather, 
camp  conditions  were  remarkably  good  and  the  huts  genera  ny 
weathered  satisfactorily.  Scavenging  arrangements  were  ade¬ 
quate  and  equal  to  last  season’s  standard,  but  some  difficulty 
arose  because  pickers  used  their  bins  for  purposes  other  than 
for  the  reception  of  refuse,  with  the  result  that  refuse  was  thrown 
in  ditches  and  littered  over  the  sites.  Camp  attendants  are  aware 
of  this  practice  and  endeavour  to  prevent  pickers  taking  away 
bins.  Latrine  accommodation  was  generally  satisfactory  within 
the  limits  of  the  byelaws  but  this  aspect  of  camp  conditions 
continues  to  present  the  most  difficult  problem.  During  the 
Season,  Dr.  Cauchi  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  visited  the  District 
on  2nd  August  and  the  6th  September.” 

5.  Disinfestation.

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  despite  the  difficult  times,  good 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  Tonbridge  Rural  District  in  dealing 
with  unsatisfactory  houses.  In  1950,  Demolition  Orders  were  made 
in  respect  of  4  houses,  Clearance  Orders  in  respect  of  6  houses,  and 
13  houses  were  closed  and  undertakings  accepted  for  use  other  than 
for  human  habitation.  Of  the  179  houses  scheduled  since  the  end  of 
the  war  in  Category  5  as  incapable  of  being  rendered  fit  at  a  reason¬ 
able  expense,  a  total  of  80  have  been  dealt  with.  This  has  been 
possible  only  because  the  Council  have  been  able  to  rehouse  the 
majority  of  the  tenants  of  these  houses  due  to  the  progress  in 
building  post-war  houses  in  this  District.
